Admiral, now Baron Netson of the Nile, is the 
fon of the Rev. Mr Netsow, Rector, Burnham Thorpe, 
near Holkham, in Norfolk, and is faid to be related to 
the Warpore family. Admiral Nelfon entered early 
into the fervice, was a Licutcnant in 1777, and a Post 
Captain in 1779.

Some veffels with falt and 
barrels are arrived from Wick, in Caithnefs, but none 
of the adventurers, except Mrs Agrot, from that quar- 
ter, where the early fifhing has failed.
